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WORKERS ALWAYS IN DANG 


Head Hunters Wage Constant Warfare 
Against Camphor Producers In the 
Forests of Formosa. 

Formosa, owned by Japan, holds a 
practical monopoly in the world’s mar- 
ket of camphor. The life of a cam- 
phor worker is described in a_bul- 
letin of the National Geographic so- 
ciety as being an adventurous one, in 
that the worker is never safe from the 
Formosa head hunters. Although a 
woodsman with an ax never moves 





except in the company of an armed | 


guard, there always is danger of an 
ambush. Camphor forests now exist, 
thanks to the head hunters 
mosa, for if this menace had not ex- 
isted, the forests would have disap- 
peared long ago. 

Camphor stills are operated in a 
simple manner. Camphor chips are | 
placed in a chip retort over boiling wa- | 
ter, and as the camphor vaporizes it 
passes through pipes into submerged | 
vats, which are so arranged that cool 
water from a mountain stream can 
run over them to accelerate crystalizas 
tion. After the camphor has crystal- | 
ized the vats are opened and the prod- | 
uct is placed on wooden troughs to al- 


low whatever free oil there may be 
to drain off. The oil will yield 90 
per cent of crude camphor in the 


process of refining.

The story of the Paisley shawl—a | 
specimen, I hear, has just been pre- | 


| sented to Lady Bonham-Carter—forms | 


one of the shortest and most romantic 
chapters in the modern history of In- 
dustry, says a writer in the West- 
minster Gazette. The manufacture of | 
these beautiful things was begun, | 
reached a great height of prosperity 
and became extinet in the space of 
a little over eighty years. No Paisley 
shawl has been woven since 1880, and 
none is likely ever to leave the looms 
again. The shawl had its origin in 
the ambition of the Paisley weavers 
to produce on the loom the amazingly 
elaborate patterns, woven by the 
needle, of the Cashmere shawls that 
had been sent home from the East by 
Scottish officers and traders to their 
women folk. 

The Paisley weavers were notable 
eraftsmen, and they produced a shawl 
which excelled its prototype in beauty 
of design and richness of color. Their 
success was the reward of patience, 
skill, taste and a delicacy of touch | 
which, experts say, has probably never | 
been equaled before or sinee 
in the weaving craft. A common price | 
for one of these shawls In the days | 
when they were not a rarity was $100, | 
and they were worn by women of all 
classes in Scotland except the very | 
poor. Then fashion decreed that the | 
Paisley shawl should no longer be the 
mode, and its fate was seal@l. Queen | 
Victoria gave the dying industry a4 
new, but brief, lease of life when she 
bought seventeen of the famous 
shawls and wore one at the baptism 
of the prince who was to become King 
Edward.

CARE OF PLANTS IN HOME 


Methods to Be Followed If Orie Would 
Keep Them Always Looking 
Their Best. 





The housewife need have no more | 
withered house plants, !f she will ex- 
ercise a moderate amount of judgment 
in their care. 

The best plan to follow in watering | 
a plant is to wait until the surface is | 
dry to the depth of half an inch. Then 
pour water over it, until it reaches the 
saucer. Do not water again until the 
surface is dry. | 

To keep ferns fresh and growing, set 
the fern dish in a pan of water com- | 
ing about half an inch above the top 
of the dish. The plants should be 
kept in the water for. about twenty 
minutes every other day. Sprinkle 
the foliage profusely with tepid water 
and drain thoroughly. 

A remedy for the plant louse and 
the red spider is a tablespoonful of 
extract of nicotine added to a gallon 
of water. The aphis and mealie bug 
are destroyed by dipping the foliage 
in strong soap suds. Fir-tree oil is 
the best remedy for scale, which at- 
tacks such smooth-leaved -plants as 
ivy and palms. 


PIANO REPAYS PROPER CARE 


Extremes of Heat and Cold Must Be 
Avoided, Also Both Dryness 
and Humidity. 

A piano should be carefully guarded 
against extremes of heat and cold, 
dryness and humidity. Never place a 
piano on the exposed outer wall of 
the house. In winter keep it away 
from radiators, and in summer from 
open windows, where the sunshine will 
crack the varnish. 

Remove the footboards and rub a 
very soft lead pencil over the place 
where the friction occurs, to stop 
squeaking. 

In cleaning the keys, care should 
be taken that the cloth is not too wet, 
and only a few keys should be cleaned 
at a time, drying them at once. Use 
a toothpick with a piece of soft linen 
over it to remove the dust at the back 
of the keys. 

The most opportune time to have 
the instrument tuned is in the spring 
after the furnace is out and soon af- 
ter the fires are started in the fall, 
because the change in temperature will 
put it out of tune. The piano should 
not be left silent too long, as disuse 
will have a harmful effect on the tone.

B. C., was an age without free dis- 
tribution of written records, and the 
beginnings of libraries were mostly col- 
lections of wooden tablets. 

Some of the great men of the lat- 
ter part of this period each wrote a 
book, but it was a laborious. task. 
Heraclitus of Ephesus was one of 
those who wrote a book which was 
kept for safety In the temple of Di- 
ana at Ephesus. A book was not a 
thing to be lightly regarded, and the 
process of writing was so difficult that 
{t was far easier to remember what 
one had written than to decipher it 
from a book. 

Greek writing was hard to read be 
cause neither the words nor the sen- 
tences were divided from each other, 
and the lines ran both from right to 
left and from left to right. Solon and 
Pittakos wrote their laws on wooden 
tablets. However, they did not write
